suspension* were made.

has com* to this office during the 
last y«ar against any member of thii 
department for drunkenness,

as a force, the department has per- 
formed its duty iu a very —editable 
manner, and by comparison with oth- 
er departments in Ohio, as to work 
done, we slaiitl at the head. 


I have received reports from Bf- 


teen of the leading cities of this 
state and And that our force has 
made * greater number of arrests to 
*»ch. ante*? than any city 
Ju the 


state.; and by the record o£ our de- 
Vartmeat, and by the -reports of rob- 
IwfrJw niid kold-up* aa printed In 
the newspapers from other cities, w« 
find that Ltnia nan suffered >ery lit- 
tle from thti lawless element which 
lias terrorUed other parts of the 
country. 
The loss Ju the value of 


stolea property hcjs been the light- 
est of any jear since I liaise been 
connected with the Lima Police De- 
partment, and as over cue hundred 
petit larceny and baeU-cloor thieve? 
have been arrested during the last 
twelve months, it is safe 
to con- 


clude that a very large majority of 
the^ thieves have been apprehended 
•ncTpttnished. 
With the advent of 


60 many inter urban and steam roads 
Ittto this city the means, of escape of 
criminals has been greatly facilitated, 
and also has, out of the many thou-

"Oh, the 
Pyramids! Really 


went to see them just to be able to 
say I had been, there, don't you 
know," were the words of one who 
went, saw, but did not see eught but 
a pile ol stone. Such cannot meas- 
ure such things ia terms of human ef- 
fort, and Buffering, and struggle. 
Be it so. Long ago it was written 
that "some have ears and hear not, 
eyes ana see not," but for those 
for whom, the Egyptian antiquities 
ten the story- of hnman endeavor 
and achievement, it is full of* lively 
interest which never flags. 


But there is such a. thing as Intox- 


ication of tbe, imagination, which, 
when you have, looked, upoa 
the 


dream's reality, other things grow 
dim. It was so. viti some of us 
Having, seen the Pyramids, the 
Mu<- 


seura, whese »ra the mummies of 
those who lived then and -built the 
Pyramids, the Citadel, a mammoth 
fortification huilt by. a. comparative- 


recent Pasha, and wnleh 
wjf* 


taken by the audacity of a. corporal's 
gujiird of English soldiers In '82, th* 
Nile, the city, all pale, beside tfee 
great historic monuments. Standing 
on the citadel, flva hundred 
feet 


above iha city, -when the sun sinks 
nto a yellowy, violet sea behind the 
great Sahara, silhouetting the Pyra.- 
mlds in bold relief, the busy, busy- 
ing «ity of Cairo at your feet, the 
Vile.winding in and out in sinuous 
curves like & broad band of silver, 
he stately minarets rising from t'fte 
mass to picturesque grandeur—all 
.nakes a,picture that will hang in the 
halls, of memory when others will 
ong bo faded. Indeed, it was worth 
while. 


Cairo Is a tremendous big cjty, and

For fifty miles, to Ismalia, we rode 
through "Kansas" great fields of 
corn, the Nile's gift to the

heen" wJio live In miserable mud-huts 
and till the soil with ancient plows 
drawn by camels or donkeys or oxen. 
There were great flelds of cotton, too 
and some was in bales on the backs 
of great, patient camels,, trudging 
along toward the station for ship- 
ment. 
We crossed 
many canals, 


which carry the water of life to tft? 
arid desert, and suddenly, without 
warning, we crossed the line of Lite 
and Death, and the change 
from 


beautiful green flelds to desert sandy 
wastes, is depressing Indeed. It is so 


Malta,, arriving at Gibraltar in the 
early dawn of Saturday, October 21. 
Hardly had the anchor dropped when 


came the fruit vender*, whom 


we were glad to see. For did they 
not have figs, luscious grapes, pome- 
granates, and apples? And U had 
been two years since we had looked 
upon such, and we- thought it good 
to be there, albeit Ve shivered a 
little because of the raw wind which 
came -flown across the snowy »n'a- 
mits of the lerra Nevada range, be- 
yond which lies Granada and, the 
Alhambra, which some expected to 
see ere they departed, but of whom 
only two persevered.
